While it must be conceded that public 
works can only be carried out when the 
moans and the workers are available, to 
plan maior highway development for 
execution during June and July is not 
lone-headed. Vancouver Island has a few 
winter months in which rain makes such 
work impracticable. Aside from that 
period, however, there is little to choose 
between spring, summer or autumn inso- 
far as the weather is concerned, Visitors, 
however, reach their peak influx to Van 
conver Island in the months of June and 
Jvly, while the school holidays are on 
Where practical, highway repairs or re- 
construction should be carried out either 
well before or soon after the tourist 
season

T is as a public service that The Col- 

onist is associating itself with the medi- 
cal profession in British Columbia in pro- 
moting the public health forum on cancer 
to be held in the Royal Theatre next 
Monday evening. This scourge is one of 
the most dreaded of the modern age, too 
often because of lack of a clear under- 
standing of how to recognize it and so 
initiate steps to cope with it before it may 
he too late. It is an affliction spoken of 
in whispers if not in fact frequently 
avoided in conversation, whereas a fuller 
knowledge of its incidence might well rob 
cancer of some of its terrors. 

Because of this and in order to 
acquaint the public with the various fac- 
tors involved the forum is being arranged 
A panel of well-known Victoria doctors 
will deal authoritatively with different 
asnects of treatment and care, and written 
questions from the audience will be 


answered, It is hoped that out of this 
public discussion will come a better under- 
standing of the nature of the disease and 
the efforts being made to combat it. 

Such a frank exchange of information 
on this particular subject is a new depar- 
ture here and one of vital importance. 
It is in effect an extension of other means 
being taken to deal with the malady, as 
for example the research programs and 
clinics that do so much valuable work in 
this connection. The forum is also an 
indication of how anxious the medical 
profession is to assist the public in its 
understanding of the ‘situation and thus 
in creating conditions aimed at reducing 
cancer’s incidence. Public co-operation is 
essential if real progress is to be made 
This forum should help alleviate needless 
fears as well as point the way to prompt 
and effective treatment through greater 
public enlightenment.
